Selecting Mtukroom*. 


Poisoning by mushrooms is generally 


caused by tbe disSgard of very simple 
points of observation. In the first place, 
DO one should undertake to gather these 
excellent foods without being folly in- 
formed as to their shape, color, odor and 
taste. There are many books giving all 
these in detail. Here it need only be 
said that any mnshroom which looks 
clean and fresh, is not worm eaten, has 
ipink gills tinder a bnff colored cap, that 
turns dark when bruised or matured, 
has anutty taste and pleasant odor, may 
be presumed to be good. Mushroom 
gatherers avoid fungi growing from 
what is called a vulva or hollow cup at 
the base of the stem 
The writer's test, 


after noting the above characteristics, is 
to taste a small portion of the cap -with- 
out swallowing it. If the flavor is sweet 
and nutty, and does not sting or burn 
the throat, the specimen, even if un- 
known, is placed among the candidates 
fdrcooMng. Some salt is always car- 
ried, and a little is held in the mouth 
for a moment. Still a little more is 
swallowed, dare being taken not to swal- 
low a particle of the mushroom, 
, 


When the mushrooms are gathered 


they should all be carefully washed in 
water containing salt and vinegar and 
then cooked with salk These precau- 
tions Usually insure safety. In fact, 
when poisoning by any kind of fungi 
has occurred some carelessness of choice 
or preparation-has been noted. Old 
fashioned cookd ttsttolly relied upon 
using a silverapoon in cooking suspicious 
fungi, but the test has not been proven 
infallible. In case of actual poisoning 
use the same treatment as for narcotics, 
i. e., emetics, stimulating restoratives, 
and fhe'' earliest possible attention of a 
competent physician. It may be said in 
pafiSiDg that mushrooms ate far more 
important as an article of food than is 
generally understood. They rank ,next 
to meat in savor and nutriment, having 
largely replaced it in the south during 
our civil war.—-Harper's Bazar.

O., one of the most re- 
markable cases of recovery, in which a 
well known citizen has been snatched 
from the very grasp of death. A special 
from that city says: For several months 
Mr. W. B. Posey has been suffering 
from a severe attack of jaundice with 
other troublesome complications. 
He 


grew worse and worse until his friends 
lost all hope of hia recovery. His broth- 
er, Dr. Posey, was sent for. Indiscretion 
in diet brought on convulsions, and to 
all appearances he died. His breathing 
ceased, his pulse stopped, andhis brother 
turned away and said it was all over. 


Then Dr. TTill proposed ib inject nitro- 


glycerine into his arm. If he was dead it 
could do no harm. He did so, and in a 
few minutes the heart began to beat, the 
lungs to respire and the pulse to throb, 
and he was again a live man. The 
jaundice is now under control, and there 
is every prospect of Mr. Posey'a recov- 
ery. Of course, the nitro-glycerine could 
not arrest death under all circumstances. 
In this case the cause of death was heart 
failure, and the powerful medicine re- 
stored its action. 


But for this Mr. Posey would now be 


a dead man. 
Those who were present 


say the effect was wonderful. Dr. Hill

Congress

$2,000 to be expended in eiperitneuts (or 
producing rain artificially. 
This was sup- 


plemented by an appropriation of $7,000 
by the Fifty-first Congress, so that there is 
now $9,000 arailable (or the teets. Gen- 
eral K. Q. Dyenfortb, a prominent lawyer 
of Washington, who is a gentleman of eoi- 
entiflo attainments, has been prevailed 
upon to conduct the experiments. 


In 1871 Edward Powers published a 


treatise on "War and Weather," which 
contained statistics showing that nearly 
every great battle in which artillery hac 
b.,er> used waa followed by more or less 
raid, and that in blasting for canala and 
railroads a similar experience hat] been 
had. The theory is that the air holds 
moisture in suspension much as a sponge 
holds water, and that the concussion 
caused by the explosion of dynamite 01 
gunpowder will cause the moisture to fal 
in rain, as th-» ttfeot will be similar to 
thunder, and it is a fact that every olnp o 
thunder is followed t>y increased rainfall 
though it be of short duration. 


The first experiment will ba made in tbi 


District of Columbia, and If successful in 
producing rain, where the atmosphere is 
known to be charged with moisture, the 
principle will then bs applied to the sric 
region. 


General Dyenforlh says: 
"There is 


probably enough water in suspension in 
the atmosphere anywhere to make a rain 
fall, if an exciting cause coald be supplied 
If the scientific relations of this whole snb 
ject coald once be defined, think what a 
blessing it would bo to the farmers of th 
West! 
Here is n letter from Santa Fe 


county, Kaosns, describing a tract of land 
50 by 100 miles in area, which bona fide set 
tiers have bought of the Government nnr 
paid for at so much an acre as farm laud 
on which there is not BO mush as a rill o 
running water, and where ram never, o: 
almost never, falls. 
Of course it is worth 


less, and the settlers are moving away 
There are tracts in other parts of the coun 
try where there is more water tbnu is nee 
ess&ry—a great deal of it wasted—and fre 
quent rainfalls keep up il» volume. Now 
granting that the atmosphere contains jna 
so much moisture and no more, suppose 
•wo were able, by artificial means, to equal 
iza t h j distribution—to draw rain tore 
gions which need it, relieving by tha 
amount the surplus moisture in regions 
where it is not needed? This ia, I admit 
looking a good way ahead; for it mu t be 
borne in mind that the experiments now 
under way are necessarily limited ia scop 
and purely empirical. All we can do is to 
make the best use of the resources at ou 
command, and endeavor to give the matte 
a fair trial. 
If we succeed we shall have 


unfolded another of the well-kept secrets 
of nature for the benefit of mankind." 


AGAINST HARRISON. 


President Harrison's "awing around the 


circle, demonstrated that the people of the 
United States, north, south, east and west 
have the greatest jespect for the Presiden 
of the United States tut very little for the 
individual who at present occupies that ex 
alted position. She "swing," which was 
intended to secure the reuomination of Mr 
Harrison, beyond doubt, utterly failed in 
its purpose. 
Mr, Harrison proved him- 


aelt to be a compound of insolence anc 
egotism, and few of the brainy men of his 
party, who saw and heard him on his tour 
through the country, are to-day advocating 
his reuomination. 


Senator Wolcott, of Colorado, said in 


Chicago that leading Western Republicans 
have decided that it would be folly to give 
him a second nomination, and in reply to 
the question "Didn't Colorada get wild 
•when the President visited the State?' 
answered: 


"When Harrison came to Denver we 


tossed him the key of the city, raised every 
flag, turned out all the bright band wagons 
and bod the bands play 'Where Did Yon 
Get That Hat." We were quite elated to 
think the President bad stopped in Colo- 
rado and we couldn't do enough for him. 
Bat we didn't do this for Harrison. If bis 
name had been Johnson or Jackson there 
would have been just aa many fireworks. 
We entertained the office, not the man 
Whenever the President of the United 
States comes to visit the State you can 
rest assured that no premium will be put 
on red paint. We will always give him the 
best in the house." 


Senator Woloott, however, is a man of 


comprehensive views and liberal i ii MS 
Like Senator Stewart, he opposed the 
Force bill and ip an ardent advocate of free 
coinage, and on those very important ques- 
tions differs not only with the President 
but with the majority of Mr. Kaed's Hoose 
of Representatives, and he says if Wall 
Street should curry Mr Hariibon into 
the National Convention in a shawl strap, 
his friends would find enah opposition in 
the Sonth and West, that he would have to 
be dropped.

among the sporting public. 


The purse was a large one, a total o 


ten thousand dollaie, fifteen hundred o 
which went to the loser. The wonderfu 
degree of interest in the match was one no 
only to the merits and prominence of the 
two principals, bat a'.so to the fact tha 
the contest would open a way to settling 
the question of the championship of the 
world, for it was generally understood tha 
the winner would eventually meet Fran] 
Slavin or any other man who might come 
forward for the ohaa>pion»hip 
honors 


The condition of the men was all tha 
could be desiiod. 
They had trained hart 


and carefully, and it was the opinion o 
all who saw them that neither man had 
ever before been in better form, Jackson 
was the heavier, bot in every other respeo 
it was generally admitted that one man 
possessed little or no Advantage over the 
other. 
Both were recognized as game 


fighters, possessing wonderful ability anc 
wonderful quickness. Neither belonged to 
the "slogger" type of pugilists. 
The col 


ored man's ring experience was far greater 
than Corbette, and it was probably this 
fact as much as any other that made Jack 
son the favorite in the betting during a 
week before the fight at odds ranging from 
six to ten to eight to ten. 
Some com men 


was elicited by the fact that Jackson 
sprained his ankle some weeks ago and i 
waa still slightly swollen to-night, but as ii 
had caused him no inconvenience at al 
daring his training there was no real fear 
expressed that it would give him any 
trouble during the fight. A large amount 
of money was wagered on the contest dur 
ing the last two days. The pool rooms ant 
other sporting resorts were crowded anc 
there seemed to be no end of either Jack 
son or Corbett money. 
The contestants 


were required to be in the olub room this 
evening at 8 o'clock, though the fight was 
set for an hour later. The California Club 
last night appointed Hiram Cook referee 
Jackson was seconded by Sam Fitzpatrick 
and Billy Smith. Corbett's seconds were 
John Donaldson, Billy Lielaney and Harry 
Corbett. 


Oorbett and Jackson enter id the ring 


shortly after nine o'clock, both apparently 
in good condition. Jackson weighed 197 
pounds and Corbett 185. Time was called 
for the first round at 9:28.
